The  quarterly  analysis  of  financial  statistics  assesses 
the  financial  transactions  of  the  main  sectors  of  the 
economy  -  public  sector,  personal  sector,  industrial 
and  commercial  companies,  banking  sector,  other 
financial  institutions  and  overseas.  Each  analysis  is 
centred  on  a  particular  quarter:

The  quarterly  sector  tables  in  the  text  employ 
seasonally  adjusted  figures.  At  the  end  of  each 
analysis  is  a  detailed  matrix  built  up  from  unadjusted 
figures;  and  from  the  September  1971  issue  this  is 
complemented  by  a  complete  matrix  of  seasonally 
adjusted  flows.  A  special  table  covering  domestic 
credit  and  the  money  supply  gives  both  adjusted  and 
unadjusted  figures.  Notes  on  sources  and  definitions 
appear  in  each  issue,  together  with  an  explanatory 
note  on  the  seasonal  adjustments.
